In the consideration of any fyroscop- 
ic apparatus it is essential that we 
clearly understand that the movement 
of the gyroscope does not take place 
in the same direction as the impressed 
force, but that this tendency to move 
is transferred 90 degrees in the dl- 
rection of rotation before it is manl- 
fested as motion. 

While in principle the cyroscope is 
quite simple, the diffict -y lios in over- 
coming the many mechanical troubles 
that arise as soon as it is attempted 
to produce results in a practical Way.

It is especially mmportrnt that the 
attic and cellar should bave proper 
ventilation. In the former a skylight 
or window should be kept open night 
and, day; except. of course, when it 
rains. The cellar windows should be 
open only at night when it is compura- 
tively cool. Open them at sundown 
and close them at 8 o'clock In the 
morning. Neglect of this method of 
alring the cellar causes a great deal 
of trouble during the hot weather. If

An investigation recently made by | 
following a child at that age and not- 
ing every word that was used showed | 
that it had memorized 1,771 different 
words. They covered practically 
everything with which the child came 
in contact, and were words the child 
had never heard before. 

Another investigation of words used 
by children between 16 months and 
19 months old showed that the lowest 
vocabulary that was reported included 
the use of sixty words. The highest 
was 282 words. From two years on the 
vocabulary of a child increases rapid- 
ly, until at 3 years the average child 
has a vocabulary of at least 1,000.
